WASHINCTON. 


The New York Political Cam- 
paign. 


Conkling’s Ghost--Old Probabilities’ Annual 
Report--General Gossip. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 25.—The New 
York voters have all left for home in order to 
be there in time to register. They held their 
last meeting on Saturday night, and every 
man entitled to a ballot was urged to go and 
register. The dissatisfaction so widely talk- 
ed of, and frankly announced among the 
mass of the voters in New York, is not per- 
ceptible among the office-holders here, for no 
man holding a position, either in the Treasu- 
ry or any other of the Departments, would 
be so unwise as to intimate any disaffection 
or dissatisfaction. From what can be 
gathered here it seems that 
the situation. in New York has 
grown just.a trifle more encouraging during 
the past ten days. The Stalwarts are doing 
very little talking, buta greatdeal of quiet, 
effective work. It may be set down as very 
certain that the Republicans of the State will 
die hard if they are worsted in the vote. 

CONKLING. 

Everybody is afraid of Conkling. His 
ghost appears at every turn in the political 
lane, and every movement in connection 
with New  £York affairs is sup- 
posed to mean sainething ahout 
the return of Conkling to power. The 
latest note of alarm is in connection with the 
election of Judge Folger, a charge that Conk, 
ling is to bé returned to the Senate. The 
pian, itis said, is to get Lapham out of the 
way by giving him a nice foreign mission, 
and then, by some plan, not yet explained, 
Judge Folger, when elected governor, is to 
force the legislature into electing Conkling. 
It’s an excellent story, but it is pretty hard 
to see how any governor could accomplish, 
what Folger, under this plan, is to do; and 
anybody who knows Judge Folger personally 
will recognize that he is the last man who 
would, or could, accomplish such an under- 
taking. 

OLD PROBABILITIES. 

_.The annual report of Gen. Haze, of the 
Signal Service Bureau, contains some really 
interesting and valuable information. For 
instance it is shown that nearly ten thousand 
bulletins giving the weather predictions are 
posted every cay at country post offices and 
railway stations, for the benefit of the farm- 
ing community. The mid-night weather re- 
port prediction is telephoned as soon as made 
to some twenty of the princi- 
mal cities of the country, and are 
unmediately printed at the Signal Service 
Office and put into the morning mails going 
to towns within a half days run. They are 
addressed to the postmaster at the post office 
where sent, and he is required to post them 
up in a frame kept for the purpose, where all 
who desire may make use of the information 
furnished. The Pittsburg office, for instance, 
distributes 452 of these reports to as many 
post offices within reach of that place. Cin- 
cinnati distributes 787 daily to her circle of 
oflices, and St. Louis sends out 553 daily. 
Louisville will probably also be made 
a distributing point,+though witn Cin- 
cinnati on one side and Nashville 
on the other sending them out, no_ necessity 
for a distributing station at Louisville, has 
yet been felt. Beside this Post-oftice system 
of distribution, the reports are furnished to 
fifty railroad companies which telegraph 
them free of charge to their stations and post 
them for the benefit of tne public. Thus be- 
tween the daily papers, the Post-offices and 
railway stations an immense number of peo- 
ple are furnished with an intelligent forecast 
of the weather each day. 

Another nteresting feature of 
the work of the weather, men 
isa plan by which the meteorrologists of the 
worid are working together to study storm 
movements on a large scale. At-a definite 
hour, corresponding with 7 a.m. here, obser- 
vations are taken at five hundred different 
points in Algeria, Australia, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Belgium, England, Ireland, Canada, 
Cape Colony, China and other countries— 
twenty-eightin all—and are sent here and 
reggae by this office in the form of a bul- 
etin, and the bulletin furnished to all send- 
ers. By this storms have been traced from 
the Pacific oeean eastward, across the United 
States, over the Atlantic to Northern Europe, 
and oninto Northern Asi®, nearly areund 
the world. . 

The Wayward Miss Pollard.

CHICAGO, October 25.—Miss Josie Pollard, 
of Cleveland, who ran away from home and 
registered at the Palmer House here under 
an assumed name, is still stopping at Dr. Fos- 
ter’s, 10 Warren avenue. She told fabulous 
stories of people about to educate her for the 
stage and she is badly stage struck. She is 
16, very precocious and says her stepfather at 
Cleveland treated her cruelly. Dr. Foster 


states that the notoriety of the affair is dis- 
tasteful to him, and Josie is likely to escape 
into the wide world again at any hour.

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WILLIAM PENN. 

It is historically certain that WILLIAM 
PENN first set foot on Pennsylvania soil at 
Chester on the 29th day of October, 1682, O. 
S., and that he did not reach the site of Phila- 
delphia till some fiye or six days later. But 
that city began yesterday a protracted cele- 
bration of the bi-centennial of this event, and 
will try to atone for anticipating the date by 
prolonging the commemoration through the 
entire week. Yesterday the landing was re- 
hearsed in realistic style with great éc/lat, 
and to-night there is to be a grand street 
pageant, after the manner of the Veiled 
Prophets; only Philadelphia proposes that 
hers shall be more extensive and varied than 
anything of the kind yet seen in St. Louis, 
New Orleans or Baltimore. 

Of course the Quaker City will make this 
show pay for itself, and will take good care 
that the spectacular pageantry commemora- 
tive of her founder and of her history shall 
be commemorative also of her present com- 
mercial greatness. She could not otherwise 
do justice to the occasion. But back of this 
there is doubtless on her part a genuine pat- 
riotic sentiment worthy of reverence, and 
the part which WiL1L1AmM PENN took in shap- 
ing the first mould of our present social and 
political development is worthy of national 
celebration. 

MACAULAY and other writers have some- 
what spoiled the ideal picture of 
PENN familiar to the students of 
American school books. We now 
know that WILLIAM was not always 
right; that he was a handsome soldier, an 
athlete and an accomplished courtier before 
he became a Quaker; that he sacrificed royal 
favor and brilliant prospects when he joined 
what was then regarded asa ridiculous sect 
of cranks; that his Pennsylvania grant was 
an expedient of hisown father and King 
CuARLES togetridof him and bury him 
with his sect in the wilderness of Amciica: 
that his subsequent life was full of contro- 
versies with his colonists, ful! of disappoint- 
ment, and embittered by fiprisonment for 
debt. But the fact remeias that he did have 
a great errand and performed it. He never 
lost faithin the witimate success of what 
others regarded as his cranky hobby, and he 
sacrificed his life, his fortune and finally his 
reason for it. 

Tracing back the results of his work 
this country, we can easily say 
that he builded more than he 

but not that he builded better 
he knew; for what came to 
him as an _  =inspiration is now a 
familiar demonstration, and his forecast of 
the result has only been outdone by the facts. 
He founded Philadelphia as “a city of refuge 
where al! men could have liberty unmolested 
to worship God under any creea they 
pleased,.’’ More tbana hundred years later 
this grand thought was incorporated in the 
Constitution under which this mighty Re- 
publi¢ has grown to be whatitis. He laid 
the foundation for a “farmer republic” by in- 
troducing that system of land allotments a 
fuller development of which makes us to-day 
a nation ruled by the votes of common peo- 
ple who are nearly all cultivators of their own 
land. He against speculation or 
monopoly in land by holding purchasers to 
the cultivation of a portion of each tract with- 
in three years after it was surveyed to them. 
“To establish justice and promote domestic 
tranquility,” he instituted regulations pro- 

the poor Indians from 
requiring that all goods 
them should undergo careful 
inspection, and that all disputes be- 
tween them and white men shou ld be arbi- 
trated by six Indians and six white men. 

In the subsequent development of our 
institutions it is easy to 
growth of germs like these, 
exiled from Europe and planted for us on 
this continent two hundred years ago. All 
honor to the hand that planted them. Gauged 
by what PENN did for himself, his life was a 
failure, and the figure he made among his 
contemporaries may be easily, wrought into a 
caricature. But what be did for unborn gener- 
ations could not be interred with his bones, 
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A BI-CENTENARY. 

We are’so accustomed to look back across 
an exact centennial period that it requires 
an effort both of imagination and of memory 
to look back not one hundred years, but two 
hundred, to the date of the landing of Wr- 
LIAM PENN, which was celebrated with en- 
thusiasm in his city yesterday. The last two 
hundred years bave made more changes in 
the history of the world than any similar pe- 
riod since the Saracens were beaten back 
from France and modern civilization allowed 
to begin, and to go back to the remote period 
of WiLLiaM PENN is almost like going back 
to anothor world. 

Europe then had little in common with the 
Europe of to~lay. The Srvuakts had not 
| been finally overthrown in England, the rey- 
| olution which terminated their usurpations 
| being yet six years off. In France Lovis 
| NIV. was wasting the patrimony handed 

down to him from Louis XL, and besieging 
| Luxembourg in pursuance of a vicious policy 
handed down in turn to Napotron IIL. 
Matromer [!L,.was Sultan of Turkey and 
was collecting his army which was to be 
beaten before the walls of Vienna next year 
by JonNn Sonteskt. In Russia PeTer the 
Great was still a boy of ten, mounting the 
throne under the regency of his sister 
Soruta. An Elector of Brandenburg and 
Duke of Prussia was preparing the way for 
the future empire in Germany. Vehice was 
a great naval power wresting seaports and 
provinces from the Turk. Tuscany was 
subject to the Mepics, Inthe Mediterranean 
France was even then at war with Algiers, 


\ 


and Admiral Duqugesne was bombarding 
the capital of the Dey. 

Tn this country nothing existed as we know 
it now. In Penn’s year La SALLgz first 
sailed down the Mississippi to the Gulf, thus 
extending the voyages of MARQUETTE and 


V ASQUEZ and AYLLON and establishing the | 


Province of Louisiana. This fixed the limits | 


of English settlement to the West, although 
far beyond the Spanish Franciscans were 
planting their modest missions in the future 
territory of the republic. Of the thirteen 
colonies only nine existed in any shape, and 
the great States of to-day were the domains 
of chartered proprietors. They were badly 
governed by the tools the STUARTS were 
using and there was trouble all along the line. 
What with disputed boundaries, Indian wars 
and usurping Governors, the colonists 
had a hard time of it. In Virginia 
the leaders of Bacon’s rebellion had 
been hanged; in Massachusetts King 
Puiiip had ravaged the colony within 
eighteen miles of Boston. The Abenakis 
had not been quieted in Maine, and all the 
horrors of Indian wars were yet to come. : 

It was in these days and amid these hard 
conditions that the real birth of our country 
took place, anditis wellto look back be-

A Wonderful Crop Gathered in the 
Orchards This Season. 


Mr. Hugh A. Densmore, of Fayetteville, 
Ark., is at the Laclede, where he was met 
to-day by a reporter. While discussing the

terest to Arkansas on- hand now 
than. polities. It is our fruit crop. 
This season St. Louis could not supply 


us with enough barrels at 38 cents. A New 
York fruit firm has permanently located in 
Benton county and has been branding our 
dried appies “Rocester, N. Y.,” and shipping 
them to a One of the mewbers of the 
firm told me that he had never seen such fine 
apples raised in any State in the Unionas the 
Arkansas orchards yielded this year. The 
Benton county crop amounted to about 2,000, - 
000 bushels. Beside the quality of the 
fruit the vield of the tree is 
wonderfully large. The drying kilns have 


been started right on the farms, while one 
kiln of this New York firm has, during this 
Sqison, dried 1,000 bushels a day. I was in 
& Denton county nursery, a short time ago, 
one of the largest I have ever seen, and was 
told by the ping ne: who ha@ thousands of 
apple trees on hand that the demand was 
three times larger than could be supplied, In 
the course of a few years with good crops 
this will amount to an immense business, for 
you must understand that a large amount of 
the crops of Benton and Washington coun- 
ties cannot reach the market at present for 
want of railroad facilities. As a fruit-grow- 
we Arkansas is developing wonder- 
ully.

A CROWDED DOCKET. 


Important Criminal Trials Impend- 
ing in the Belleville Cir- 
cuit Court. 


A Notable Term--The Mathews-Geyer Case-- 
A Bigamist’s Plea--Remark 
able Crimes. 


The criminal docket for the present term 
of the Belleville Circuit Court is the most 
important in the history of the court, 
comprising four cold - blooded mur- 
ders, several attempted murders, two 
cases of criminal assault on little girls, one 
forgery, one case of bigamy and a large num- 
ber of less grievous offenses. 

BIGAMY. 

The first case set for hearing to-day is that 
of Louis Voudrie, who is arraigned on a 
charge of bigamy. Mr. Voudrie’s -personal 


appearance 1s certainly not prepossessing, 
but what he may lack in outward appear- 
ance is more than counteracted by a certain 
undefinable charm which he possesses in con- 
versation, and to this fact Mr. Voudrie at- 
tributes his present embarrassing position. 
On the Ist of March past Mr. Voudrie wed- 
ded a young lady named Louisa Boling, after 
avery short acqaintance, The honeymoon 
was Searcely over when the newly married 
couple were informed that a deputy sheriff 
was making inquiriesin the neighborhood 
for their whereabouts. That night 
found Voudrie a_s fugitive and one 
week later he was arrested near East St. 
Louis on a charge of bigamy, and after a pre- 
liminary examination was brought to Belle- 
ville. His defense was that he instructed an 
attorney some time since to enter proceed- 
ings for divorce against his first 
wife, Susan V oudrie, and not 
hearing from the attorney, thought 
this suit had been disposed of, and 
he was at liberty to make another matri- 
monial venture. His first wife, however, 
remained better posted on cur- 
rent events, and proceeded to prosecute for 
bigamy as soon as the second marriage cere- 
mony was berformed. 
CHARGED WITH ABDUCTION. 

Millard Hofley expects to have a hearing 
to-~lay on the charge of enticing a young lady 
away from home. Hofley resides at Leba- 
non, and for some time _ previous to 
March 14, 1882, had been inducing 
a young girl named Rosa Harris 
to leave her parents’ house and share his 
home. Mr. Harris, the father of the young 
lady, was apprized of the state of affairs and 
immediately entered criminal proceedings 
against Hoflev, The two families are related 
by blood or marriage and strenuous efforts 
have been made to keep the matter out of 
court, but the father stubbornly refused to 
submit to the counsel of their mutual friends, 
and insisted upon prosecuting to the bitter 
end. Itis now understood that the old man 
has been won over, and that when the case 
will be called this evening it will be dis- 
missed for want of prosecution. 

ALLEGED ARSON 

Two cases of assault with intent to kill, 
against James Cox, will be disposed of this 
term. Cox is, perhaps, one of the best 
known characters in St. Clair county, having 
made several unsuccessful attempts to termi- 
nate the earthly ¢areer of opponents. Dur- 
ing an altercation on the 14th of August. 1879, 
he made effective use of a knife, which he 
had in his hand, inflicting wounds on John 
Kelly and James Hennessy which for a time 
threatened to terminate in the 
death of the victims. Cox made 
his escape at the time, and _eé=*re 
mained a fugitive till about a year ago when 
he returned to East St. Louis and secured 
employment at the fertilizing establishmert. 
in the suburbs of the city. A quarrel with 
the foreman terminated in his discharge, and 
on several occasions he was _ heard 
to threaten to set fire to the works. A few 
days later the whole establishment was dis- 
covered in flames, and the hose, to be used in 
case of fire, mutilated and destroyed. The 
following night the other large fertilizing es- 
tablishment was burned to the 
ground, both being totally destroyed and 
entailing a loss of over $150,000. Cox disap- 
peared, but was arrested some time after- 
ward in St.Louis. Before the Deputy Sheriff 
eould secure him he was released on a writ 
of habeas corpus, but overtaken by the 
Denuty Shertif, ;was bundled into a 
buggy and rapidly driven to the

TUE ANNIF GEYER CASE. 

The sad circumstances surrounding the 
death of Annie Geyer are still fresh in the 
minds of the public, but a short history of 
the case will not be out of place. Philip 
Matthews and Annie Geyer had for some time 
previous to May 28, 1882, been keeping com- 
pany, and rumor had it that 
would shortly be married. 
Matthews was knywn asa fast young man 
and shortly before the date above mentioned 
commenced drinking freely. His life of dis- 
sipation had the effect of opening the eyes of 
his prospective bride to her 
probable unhappy condition as his 
wife, and finally he was notified that a dis- 
continuance of his visits to the Geyer resi- 
dence would be agreeable to the young lady. 
His entreaties and letters had not the effect 
of altering her determination, and the dis- 
carded lover freely boasted to 
companions that if Annie 
Geyer would not be his 
wite she would never marry‘ any one else. 
lhe church to which all ‘the ‘parties be- 
longed was to give a pienic in the suburbs of 
Belleville, on the 29th of May and Miss Geyer 
and a few other young ladies were appointed 
as a committee to arrange the grove the day 
before. The young ladies were only 
a short time on the grounds when Matthews 
anda few companions arrived. Matthews 
walked up to the group of young ladies and 
requested a few minutes’ private conversa- 
tion With Miss Geyer. To avoid trouble the 
interview was granted and the 
couple walked a few steps away 
from the young Jadies. The question 
Was again asked if she intended to marry 
him, and upon being informed she had given 
her answer and intended to remain firm in 
her determination, Mathews deliberately 
drew a revolver, placed the muzzle almost 
against the right breast of the unfortn- 
nate girl, pulled the trieger, and 
before the smoke had cleared away 
Annie Geyer was lying dead at his feet. 
Matthews walked to the police station and 
surrendered himself, relating what had oc- 
curred, adding that his original intention 
was to kill her and then himself, but his 
courage had failed in tie to 
prolong = his_ ' own life, The news 
rapidly, the exciteme 
indignation of the mob rising to med hae 
and threatening to culminate in storming the 
jailand lynching the murderer, A strong 
guard was kept about the jail for a week to 
prevent a surprise, but no open act of vio- 
ence was offered. Matthews, after accom- 
plishing his bloody work, made 
no effort to conceal — his satisfaction 
and stated, had his victim not been on the 
grounds there he would have accom lished 
the dastardly deed the next day at the pic- 
nic. Now, however, every effort is being 
made tosave the life which he had not the 
courage to terminate when he so desired.

On the way home the 
quarrel of the morning was again re- 
newed and when they arrived at the foot of 
their stairway Schuram_ pulled a revolver 
and fired at Coleman, the bullet taking effect 
in the left breast. Schuram walked away 8s

A young lawyer. of Summerfield, whose 
parents called him John R, Duffin, but who, 
upon gaining the years of maturity, discard- 
ed the plebeian name, and adopted the more 
euphonious one of Hamiet Shakspeare Fen- 
ton, will be arraighed ina few days ona 
charge of forgery. H. S. Fenton, as be- 
fore stated, practiced law on a_ small 
scale at Summerfield, and while there be- 
came intimate with some of the prominent 
men. His profession afterwards brought 
him to Belleville and some of the prominent 
citizens of Summerfield having business to 
transact in Belleville and not desiring to go 
themselves entrusted it to him, the result 
always eing satisfactory. In this 
manner he became acquainted at 
the First National Bank of 
Belleville as the representative of the business 
men of Summerfield, and on the 12th of April, 
1880, he presented a promissory note for 
$4,106, 76, payable in four weeks, and bearing 
8 per centinterest, signed by Jacob Schmidt, 
Julius Winkler and Wm. Padfield, all prom- 
inent citizens of Summerfield. The money 
was —_ over, and when the forgery 
was discovered Fenton was nowhere to be 
found About nine months ago he revisited 
Belleville, was recognized and jailed and will 
have the opportunity of defending himself in 
court in a few days. 

A CLEAR DEFENSE. 

Chas. Ambrose, John Taylor and Edward 
Ross, all indicted on a charge of assault to 
kill, will be tried this term of court, The 
parties are all colored and reside near East 
Carondelet. At a colored dance a ecnres 
arose among several of the men, in which the 
roprietor of the dance-house, Charles

recovered but still carrying the bullet under 
the brain. The prisoners will plead self-de- 
fense and see to have aclear case, Fulks 
haying been the aggressor and a very des- 
perate character. ‘

eral less smportent but still serious. Michael 
Erb, Nicholas Erb, Phillip Hottisand Frank 
Lange will answer the charge of assault with 
deadly weapons with murderous intent.

Beckman, H. fre and W. H. John- 
son will be tried on charges of 
burglary and lareeny. John Sullivan and 
James Forrest will be arraigned for highway 
robbery, and numerous other eases of not 
So serious 2 character will be disposed of at 
the present term of the Cireuit Court.

| THE CUSTOM-HOUSE.

Who Will Occupy the Various Floors 
of the Building. 


How the Offices Have Been As- 
signed--Sketch of the Interior 
of the Edifice. 


Mr. J. G. Hill, General Superintendent of 
Publie Buildings of the United States, is au- 
thority for the statement that the St. Louis 
Custom-house will be, when completed, the 
finest Custom-house in the country. A Post- 
D1sPATCH reporter this morning made a tour 
of inspection through the build- 
ing. He was accompanied through- 
out his journey among the several 
hundred rooms into which the structure is 
subdivided by Mr. Alexander Cameron, the 
general superintendent in charge. As the 
result of his investigation, the reporter is €n- 
abled to make the statement that the work is 
in a most forward state of progress. On only 
one floor, that of the sub-basement, was 
there a single piece of debris, and in the sub- 
basement the only rubbish discoverable was 
a mass of used-up lumber which awaited on- 
ly the lighting of the fires in the great boilers 
to meet destruction. 

The flagging around the Custom-house is 
completed on Olive street, is rapidiy advanc- 
ing to completion on Ninth street, has been 
commenced on Locust street, and is ready to 
be laid on Eighth street as soon as the gran- 
ite blocks arrive from the quarries. The side- 
walk on all four sides of the building will be 
constructed with huge granite blocks, ex- 
cepting only seventy-nine feet on the Locust 
street side, which will be laid 
with Belgian blocks, 1. e. small granite 
blocks. such as are emo red in. street 
reconstruction elsewhere. The space in- 
cluded between the seventy-nine feet will 
correspond with the five central windows on 
roel street. and the object of constructing 
the sidewalk in the manner mentioned is to 
enable the approach to the building of 
wagons loaded with postal matter. Mr. Came 
eron stated to the reperter that he was confi- 
dent that the sidewalks on Olive street, Lo- 
cust street and Eighth and Ninth streets 
would all be laid before the first of the ap- 
proaching New Year. 

THE ASSIGNMENT OF ROOMS 
in the Custom-house made by Mr. Cameron 
has been approved by the authorities in 
Washington. The Postal Department will 
oceupy alj of the main floor and basement, 
with the exception of the basement room on 
the corner of Ninth and Olive streets. 
Surveyor of Customs will inhabit the entire 
Olive street fyont of the second story; the 
Collector of Internal Revenue will eall the 
rooms on the Locust street 
front of the second stor his 
own; the quarters of the Sub-'Treasurer 
of the United States will be located on 
the Ninth and Olive street . corner 
of the same floor, and the 
Post-office inspector will occup all of the 
rooms in the second story on the Locust street 
front. The entire thir and fourth stories 
have been assigned to the courts and the 
court officers. Judge Treat’s room faces on 
Olive street, and adjoining it on the east is 
Judge McCrary’s court-room. The offices of 
the United Stotes Marshal and District At- 
torney Will be located on the Locust street 
front of the thid floor, and the clerks of the 
United States District and Cireuit Court will 
occupy the remaining rooms on this floor. 
The Signal Service will monopolize the dame. 

The total cost of the vast edifice will not 
fall short of $6,000,000. Mr. Cameron states 
positively that unless, some very untoward 
accident intervenes, the buliding will be 
ready for occupancy by the first of Decem-

THE FIRST OR MAIN FLOOR 

will be given up to the Postmaster, but a 
eorridor on three sides of the building will 
enable the public to gain adinission to the va- 
rious departinents Into whieh .the Post-office 
will be subdivided. The oftice of the Post- 
master and his elerks is on the corner of 
Ninth and Olive streets. Directly across the 
corridor is the passenger elevator, conducting 
from the sub-basement to the final 
landing in the dome. Another passen- 
ger elevator to serve the same pur- 
pose oecupies a similar location on 
the Eighth street side. Two grand stair- 
eases, one on Eighth, the other on Ninth 
street, lead from the first to the fourth floor. 
The money order departinent of the Post- 
oftice is located on the Ninth and Loeust 
street corner of the main floor. In the apart- 
ments set aside for the use of the United 
States Sub-Treasurer five vaults for the 
storing of gold and silver coin and paper 
money have been constructed. It is ex- 
pected that each of the five vaults will ac- 
commodate $4,000,000 of gold coin. 

Fach of the 24¢ windows looking outwards 
from the four sides of the building is provid- 
ed with iron shutters, which are moved from 
the interior. and a hot-air register is fitted 
underneath each window sill. The thorough 
ventilation of the Custom-house will be se- 
cured by the most modern inventions, insur- 
ing a constant current of healthful air 
throughout. The water tanks for supplying 
the building with fresh water are three in 
number and are located in the loft immediate- 
ly above the Olive street side of the fourth 


story. 

The lathing throughout the entire building 
is made of iron. The floors are laid with con- 
crete and will be covered with mosaic tiles. 
The walls are four feet in thickness from 
basement to cornice, The sidewalk on Lo- 
eust street will be six and a half feet wider 
than the sidewalks onany other side of the 
building. A.doorin the sub-basement will 
admit to the tunnel. 

Mr. Cameron stated that he would dispose 
of the shanties on Locust street 
and of all the rubbish throughout the build- 
ing at public sale, some time -within the next 
fortnight.

[POSTAL IMPROVEMENTS 


How the “Holding-for-Postage” 
Nuisance Has Been Abated. 


Efficacy of the “Postage Due Stamp” and of 
the New System of Notifications. 


Of all the improvements which have been 
effected of late years in the management of 
the Post-office none have been of more prac- 
tical service than a couple of innovations 
which have had for their object the reduction 
to the lowest proportion possible of the 
‘*holding for postage” nuisance. Up to 1855 
the prepayment of postage upon letters 
within the United States was optional 
with the senders, but Postmaster-General 
Campbell in 1854 reported to Congress that a 
thorough check of accounts was impossible 
under the system then prevailing, and on his 
recommendation a law was enacted providing 
for compulsory prepayment of the postage on 
domestic letters, which has been practically 
in force ever since, and of the irksomeness of 
whose provisions the public have only within 
the last few years been relieved. The first of 
these improvements was the introduction 


about three years ago of the system of col- 
lecting the postage due on insufficiently pre- 
paid or wholly unpaid letters’ by 
means of “postage due stamps’’—a 
system that has worked so well that its fame 
has gone abroad, and only a short time ago 
the New South Wales Post-office Department 
has adopted itand has already pronounced 
its aperations perfectly satisfactory. These 
stamps are supplied to Postmasters by the 
Post-oftice Departmentin the same manner 
and on the same termsas the ordinary post- 
age-stamps, being sent: by_registered mail 
and charged against each Postmaster in his 
account with the Government. They are, of 
course, not available for prepayment of 
postage, and are properly used only 
when affixed to mail matter received 
for delivery on which postage to any amount 
isdue. A Federal statute makes a failure to 
so affix them a criminal offence punishable un- 
der Federal! statute. Before this plan was adop- 
ted the sum accruing to the revenue of the 
Post-office as postage collected on short paid 
matter was an uncertain quantity, owing to 
the impracticability of securing an _ effectual 
check against dishonesty and negligence on 
the part of the Postmaster. The new system 
amply provides the check, however, as the 
stamps supplied the Postmaster are charged 
to him at the facé value and he is required to 
account at the end of each quarter for all 
that have been used. ge 

In conversing on this'subject vesterday 
with a PostT-DIsPATCH reporter one of Post- 
master Hays’ able assistants said: 

“The whole postage due stamp system 
originated with Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General A. D. Hazen, and of its vaiue both 
to the pubHe and to the Government I 
‘ean provide no better criterion than the 
fact that our collections on this account are 
about $10,000 a year. Some time after the 
system went into vogue a circular was sent 
to the Postmasters asking an opinion on the 
subject of its working. ‘The answer sent 
from this office indorsed the system as ad- 
mirable and made the point, which suggest- 
editself to none of the other postmasters, 
that the presence of the postage-due stamp 
on the envelope was conclusive evidence to 
the receiver of the letter that the charge was 


benefit had arisen from the _  postage- 
due stamp system, another innova- 
tion, which had also to be 
placed to the credit of Mr. Hazen’s ability 
to solve Post-office problems as they arose, 
had also proved of great practical advantage. 

“We are just now able,” heexclaimed, ‘‘to 
report on the first three months’ workings of 
the new system of notifying persons of the 
fact that the office con- 
tains letters addressed to them 
which are held for postage. ‘Ihe rule is to 
forward any and alli letters which have one 
rate upon theth, but to hoid those which 
have less than one rate. In a case of this 
kind we forward to the person to whom the 
letter-is adaressed a blank filled out to suit 
the requirements of the case, one side of 
which reads as follows:
